The lowest pinnae about half as long as the middle 
ones, and the stipes, too, half as long as the laminae or nearly so. An alpine 
equivalent of Athyrium yokoscense.

Bambusa borealis of Hackel, I believe, is solely a northernmost equivalent of 
Arundinaria purpurascens of the same author and not worthy of specific rank. 
But Matsumura, who was the first to unite them, chose the former or Bambusa 
borealis for the resulting species in his Ind. PI. Jap. 2-1: 96 (1905) ; then, ac¬ 
cording to our rules of nomenclature, the specific epithet borealis, instead of 
purpurascens, must be retained.
